tonight as the result of the blowing . 


out of a breechblock in one of the big 
guns while the fort was engaged in 
target practice. A half dozen others 
are in the post hospital, one of them 
may die. The exact cause of the ex- 
Plosion is not yet definitely determin- 
ed, although a board of inquiry was 
appointed immediately after the dis- 
aster by orders from the war depart- 
ment in Washington.

Lieutenant 
Hawes had gone forward from the 
breech to examine the range wheel 
when the charge was exploded. He 
was thrown down and momentarily 
stunned, but otherwise uninjured. 

“ight Men Killed Outright. 

In the thick, heavy smoke the scene 
was almost indescribable. Bight 
men were killed outright, their bodies 
lying scattered around the emplace- 
ment. Under the pall the wounded 
writhed and moaned. Captain Prentice 
and Lieutenant Hawes foresaw a fur- 
ther sacrifice of life if the other 
charges caught from the smouldering 
sparks, and the two sent out a call for 
surgeons while they attacked the 
flames with their bare hands.

O. P. LeVert, one of the best 
known of the living members of the 
regiment, will respond to the mayor's 
address in behalf of his comrades.

mént to succeed the late W. P. Thomas. 
who died here a short time ago, will 
take place during the day. 

Return of Famous Bible. 

The return to Miss Mayson of the 
Bible formerly the property of the At- 
lanta Female institute, which was 
taken from the city in 1864 by Captain 
Collison, of Sherman’s army, to pre- 
vent its destruction, and preserved for 
almost half a century, to be finally 
turned back to a member of the class 
which presented it to the college, will 
conclude one of the most interesting 
of the long list of curious incidents 
which happened during the four years 
of the civil war. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution, who is in a measure responsi- 
ble for the Bible’s return to Miss May- 
son, will deliver the book in behalf 
of Captain Collison, who is unable to 
be present at the meeting. City At- 
torney James L. Mayson will receive 
the book for Miss Mayson, his aunt, 
who will be present at the meeting. 

Story of the Bible. 

The Bible in question was presented 
to the Atlanta Female Institute by 
the sophomore class in the fall. of 
1860. Miss Mayson was at that time 
a member of the class. 

The school was closed during the 
latter part of the civil war and when 
Sherman had driven the confederate 
forces out of Atlanta in 1864, the enter- 
ing army found the college building, 
on Ellis street, closed and unoccupied. 
There were thousands of sick and 
wounded in the federal army and the 
need for hospital quarters was im- 
perative. Consequently, the college 
building was turned into a hospital 
soon after Sherman’s army entered the 
city. 

While the college building was being 
occupied as a hospital a member of 
Company A, t07th New York volunteers, 
found a Bible, the present of the sopho- 
more class of 1860 to the college. The 
soldier turned the book ovér to his 
captain, Paul Collson, who, wishing to 
preserve it as a souvenir of the war, 
sent it to a friend in New York with 
instructions that it was to be 
carefully preserved until his return. 

Major Housten Finds Owner. 

Some time ago Captain Collson. now 
a resident of North Chemung, N. Y., de- 
cided to return the Bible to some mem. 
ber of the class which gave it, could 
they be found. A story to this effect 
was printed in The Star-Gazette, of 
North Chemung. This story wag re- 
printed in The Constitution and Major 
William J. Houston, of Decatur, in- 
formed The Constitution that the sa- 
cred relic would find a welcome place 
in the home of Miss Mayson, a mem- 
ber of the class which gave it. and a 
sister of Rev. James R. Mayson, found- 
er of the Atianta Institute. 

Major Houston's communication was 
called to the attention of Captain Coll- 
son, who decided to send the book to 
Mr. Howell for its return to Miss 
Mayson. 

Major Houston, in his communica- 
tion, suggested that Captain Collson 
be invited to be present at thix« re-

Report Sheuld Go Further. 


Mr. Anderson made his statement 
after the report of the subcommit- 
tee, of which Mr. Hall, of Bibb, is 
chairman, had been read to the com- 
mittee. This sujcommittee had been 
appointed to draft a report stating 
that Mr. Barron had been found not 
guilty of any of the charges made 
against him. The report made that 
declaration, but Mr. Anderson, thought 
it should go further than that and he 
so stated to the committee.

Rufus M. Rose was born May 17, 
1836, in Willimantic, Conn., of an old 
and influential New England family. 


Receiving an academic education Ain 
his native city, he later went to New 
York City, entered the drug business 
and filled an important appointment at 
the Sailors’ hospital on Long Island, 
Later he studied medicine, attending 
lectures at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, and received his di- 
ploma. 

While still a young man, he came to 
Hawkinsville, Ga., and entered the 
drug business with his uncle, D. H. 
Mathewson, a prominent Georglan. 

When the war between the states 
came on, Dr. Rose was among the first 
to volunteer, joining the cause of the 
south and enlisting in the Tenth Geor- 
gia regiment of the confederate army. 
Although at first engaged in the fleld, 
he was soon transferred to the med- 
ical department, serving in the old 
converted hospital of William and 
Mary. college, and later in the labora- 
tory at Macon. 

Returning south at the close of the 
war, he came to Atlanta, and from the 
very first was prominently identified 
with the progress, enterprise and push 
of this struggling city. In 1867 he 
organized the R. M. Rose & Co., short- 
ly afterwards changed to R. M. .Rose 
Co., and continued at the head of this 
firm until a few years ago, when he 
retired, and was succeeded by his son, 
Randolph Rose. Such was the reputa- 
tion of this house, that the label on 
any goods was the same as his bond, 
and it received the highest recom- 
mendation ever given by the govern- 
ment, was was one of only two houses 
in the country to receive such a dis- 
tinction. Since his retirement, .Dr. Rose 
had been a familiar figmre on Atlanta 
streets as he attended to his large real 
estate interests to the very last. 

Was Prominent Mason. 

One ofthe most prominent Masons 
in the state, he was the oldest living 
charter member of Georgia lodge, of 
which he was chairman of the finance 
committee at the time of his death. 
He was also a past worshipful master 
of this lodge, havtng been presented 
with what has been acknowledged to 
be the handsomest Masonic jewel ever 
presented in the south. He was also 
honored many times by the grand 
lodge of the state, and was a past 
grand junior warden of the Grand 
Commandery of Georgia. 

Twice married, his first wife, Miss 
Sue F. Bowen, of Wilcox county, Geor- 
gia, lived but a short time. His second 
wife, formerly Miss Kate Fleming, of 
Pulaski county, and of one of the old- 
est families in the state, is one of the 


best-known and most widely-loved 
gentiewomen in Atlanta. 
Retiring and inconspicuous, none 


outside of those diréctly concerned 
knew of his very many charities. Dr. 
Rose was always among the very first 
and most generous in subscribing to 
any and every cause looking to the 
betterment and growth of Atlanta. 

Eminently successful, both in his 
professional and business life, Dr. Rose 
will be longest remembered for those 
traits of perfect loyalty, hatred of all 
deception and sterling integrity that 
made his friendship the highest-prized 
privilege of the thousan<s who will 
ever cherish his memory together with 
his unfailing helpfulness in every time 
of trouble.

After Naming Executive Com- 
mittee and Delegates to the 
National Convention, Farm- 
ers’ Union Convention Ad- 
journs in Peace and Amity. 


Union City, Ga., July 21.—(Special.) 
After instructing its delegates to the 
national convention, E. Cabaniss and 
F. D. Wimberly, to support Charles 
S. Barrett for reelection to the na- 
tional presidency, the Farmers’ Union 
of Georgia today adjourned what at 
times promised to be a disastrous con- 
vention. but finally wound up by com- 
promising upon all points of difference. 

So successful have the efforts at the 
removal of all friction been, that it. is 
stated by both sides that the results 
of the 1910 convention will probably 
be of more lasting benefit to the or- 
ganization in Georgia than those of 
any other session ever held. With its 
new president, E. Cabaniss, of Ogle- 
thorpe county, at the helm, and prac- 
tically every other officer unanimous- 
ly elected without. contest, it is felt 
that the greatest advancement in the 
history of the Georgia Farmers’ Union 
will be made during the coming year. 

Following the precedent set yester-

“It is evident,” he said, “that the 
explosion occurred during the inser- 
tion of the breech block into the 
breech of the gun, and before it had 
been rotated and locked in place.

Carbon Menoxide the Cause. 7 

Washington, July 21.—In the ab- | 
sence of any report from an official 
investigating board, officers of the 
coast artillery can only compare the | 
explosion at Fortress Monroe to some . 
similar ones which have occurred in 
the navy. The majority, however, 
appear to believe that the explosion 
was caused by carbon monoxide, a 
highly inflammable gas, which forms 
in the barrels of large guns and 
which is especially dangerous during 
rapid firing.

BIGGEST. SCANDAL 
IN RAIL HISTORY 


Chicago, Juy 21.—Whether Ira G. 
Rawn, president of the Monon road, 
was killed by a burglar in his home at 
Winnetka last Wednesday morning, or 
whether, as it is stated by the Chica- 
go police, he committed suicide, rail- 
road men declared today that his death 
occurred on the eve of what may be 
one of the greatest scandals in rail- 
road history. 

Questions asked Rawn at a hearing 
July 7 in the Illinois Central car re- 
pair cases all were planned, it is said 
by attorneys, with the intent to incrim- 
inate Rawn as responsible for the im- 
mense losses to the road. 

Rawn Wanted Delay. 

Rawn, it is declared, knew of the 
purpose of counsel for the road and 
had sought by every legal means to 
delay the progress of the examina- 
tion. Twice on personal pleas he hed 
obtained postponements, but the last 
effort for delay had failed and the ex- 
amination was to have been continued 
next Tuesday. 

“His death will not cause any halt 
in the inquiry,” said Walter Fisher, one 
of the attorneys in charge of the in- 
quiry. 

For the first time since the death 
took place, the air of secrecy was lifted 
from the Rawn home late today, and 
newspaper men were summoned. Upon 
their arrival, announcement was made 
that a second bullet, the absence of 
which added to the appearance of sul- 
cide, had been discovered. 

The bullet was found, according to 
Cc. P. Hately, who is conducting the 
investigation, in the ashes in a fire- 
place, almost in direct line of fire 
from where . Rawn’'s death resulted. 

Accident Is Suggested. 

The private detective agency eén- 
gaged by the Rawn relatives to inves- 
tigate the death expressed the opinion 
today that Mr. Rawn met his death 
as the result of an accident and that 
in fact, but one shot had been fired and 
that from the revolver held by Mr. 
Rawn. 

“It is likely that Mr. Rawn heard 
some noise in his home and with re- 
volver in hand descended the stairs in 
search of an intruder,” said an official 
of the detective agency. ““‘When near 


WARRANTS ISSUED 
FOR COTTON MEN 


Birmingham, Ala, July 21.—J. T. 
McKnight was arrested in Birmingham 
tonight and later released on $15,000 
bond. At the same time John H. Miller 
was arrested in Decatur and taken to 
Huntsville to make bond. Both men 
were members of the bankrupt cotton 


firm of Steele-Miller Company, § of

The senate devoted the entire day 
on Thursday to a discussion of the bill 
to reform the tax laws of Georgia by 
providing for the creation of state 
and county boards of tax returns and 
equalization. 

The bill is the work of a commis- 
sion composed of members of the two 
houses of the general assembly ap- 
pointed at the last session to con- 
sider the subject of tax revision and 
report a bill to reform the present tax 
laws. Senators Mathews and Akin are 
the senate members, and Representa- 
tives Reid, of Campbell: Alexander, 
of DeKalb; Hardman, of Jackson; El- 
lis, of Bibb, and Lovejoy, of Troup, 
the house members of the commission. 

Strong Fight for Measure. 

Senator Mathews is in charge of 
the bill in the senate, and is making 
a strong’ fight for the measure. He is 
being actively assisted by Senators 
SHiater, Akin and Gordy. he opposi- 
tion to the measure is being led by 
Senator McCurry. At one time Thurs- 
day it looked as though Mr. McCurry 
Was prepared to filibuster. 

The measure is a long one, consist- 
ing of 23 sections. By the hour of 
adjournment on Thursday section 12 
had been reached. 

When the senate convened, Mr. Cal- 
houn secured’ a reconsideration of the 
vote by which the senate had previ- 
ously killed his bill to provide for 
verdicts and judgments at the first 
term of court. 

On motion of Senator Gordy, the 
senate went into executive session to 
consider the nominations sent in by 
the goveror on the previous day. 

Tax Reform Measure. 

The tax reform measure was next 
taken up. An amendment was offered 
by Mr. Womble to section 6, providing 
that notes shall be registered and 
returned for taxation, and providing 
that any notes not so registered shall 
not be collectible by suit. Senators 
Griffith and Mathews opposedg the 
amendment, and Genator Harrell fa- 
vored it. 

“You might as well make a man 
forfeit his mules when he does not 
give them in for taxation, as to put 
this provision in the tax laws,” said 
Mr. Griffith. 

Mr. Burwell wanted to know if that 
was .not already required in the case 
of dogs not given in for taxation. 

The principle of confiscation of 

property ought never to be recognized 
under ths laws of Georgia, said Mr. 
Mathews. 
' “Tt ought not to be put in this bill,’ 
he said. “To list all notas in this 
state would be to reveal the private 
business of every man who makes a 
rete or takes one.’’ 

A question was raised as to whether 
the amendment, if adopted, would re- 
sult in double taxation by requiring 
a man to give in his land and also 
rent retes. Mr. Mathews thought it 
would, but Mr. Harrell contended that 
this would not be the result. 

When the question was put, the 
amendment received 7 votes, while $1 
‘were cast against it; so it was Iost. 

Provision Invaluable. 

Section 5 of the bill, which was 
passed over on Wednesday, was again 
taken up. Senator Mathews 
the provision for a map of each coun- 
ty showing the ownership of each lot 
or fraction thereof, would be invalu- 
able in discovering tax dodgers. 

Senators Burwell and Harrell op- 
posed the section as being expensive 
and unnecessary. 

Mr. Mathews proposed to amend the 
section by adding the ‘words “or both” 
after the word “map,” so as to require 
the preparation of a map or book 
showing the ownership of each parcel 
or lot of land in each county: The 
amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Rutherford moved to strike the 
whole of section 5. This was support- 
ed by Mr. Jackson. 

Mr. Akin insisted that the land laws 
of Georgia were defective, and that an 
up-to-date map should be kept in each 
county, showing the ownership of 
every piece of land in the county. 

The motion to strike the section was 
carried. | 

Section 7, imposing upon the tax 
collector the duty of rounding up tax 
delinquents, was amended to provide 
that it should not apply to taxes paid 
to the comptroller general. . 

Senator McCurry opposed section §&8, 
as putting too much power in the 
hands of tax collectors. He said it au- 
thorized undue espionage on the part 
of tax assessors and their “little con- 
stables.” Not only was he opposed to 
section 8, but to the whole bill. 

Senator Slater said if section 8 was 
stricken it would remove the machin- 
ery of enforcing the law, and that the 
whole bill might as well be _ killed. 
There was at present effective means 
of arriving at the value of visible 
property, but no effective means of 
bringing to light for taxation hidden 
property. ; 

Encourage Tax Dodgers. 

Senator Griffith said opposition to 
the bill was giving open e@encourage- 
ment to tax dodgers; that it was tan- 
tamount to killing the bill to kill the 
— provided for making it effect- 
ve. 

Senator Burwell also spoke in favor 
of the bill. “ 

Senator Slater said no man who was 
willing to return his property foretax-

Following instructions of the com- 
mittee on rules, Speaker Holder Thurs- 
day morning had Clerk Boifeuillet 
read to the house the rules, which 
state that the roll shall be called each 
morning unless three-fourths of the 
that it shall not be 
members who absent 
themselves without leave, shall have 
their names recorded in the journal 
and read out each day in the house. 
and that members guilty of absenting 
themselves without leave shall have 
their per diem taken from them for 
each day of such absence. 

Not Emforced in Past. 

In the past this rule has not been 
enforced. At a meeting Wednesday 
the rules committee decided that 
something must be done to secure the 
attendance of members, and for that 
reason the speaker was instructed to 
have the rule read to the house. The 
committee also decided that each 
morning some member of the commit- 
tee should object to dispensing with

the roll call, thus putting the members | 


on record. 

The first enforcement of this de- 
cision was made Thursday when Mr. 
Hardeman, of Jefferson, a member of 
the committee, objected to dispensing 
with the roll call. 

For the further information of the 
house and to put the members on 
notice that the rules are being tignt- 
ened up, the rules committee requested 
the speaker to have read the rule 
which authorizes the speaker to com- 
pel the attendance of members when 
it is necessary to take such action for 
the purpose of securing a quorum. 

The rule regarding privileges of the 
floor was also read. The speaker then 
instructed the doorkeepers to break 
up conferences which are frejyuently 
held in the rear of the hall, stating 
that members who sit near the rear 
have made complaint that they are 
frequently unable to keep up with 
what the house is doing by the con- 
Stant buzz of conversation. 

This summary action.on the part of 
the rules committee was made abso-

the house. On a number of occasions 
the call of the roll has revealed the 
fact that anywhere from 25 to 60 
Members have been absent without 
leave.

DENIED TO TECR 


$35,000 Appropriation Is 


Killed by House. 


McElreath of Fulton Gives No- 
tice of Reconsideration---Op-| 


ponents of Bill Allege State 
Has Not Yet Met Obligations 
to Public School Teachers. 


The house of representatives cele- 
brated its first afternoon § session 
held on Thursday by defeating the 
bill making an appropriation of $35,000 
to the Georgia School of Technology 
for the purpose of erecting a shop 
building upon the campus. 

The bill was lost by the vote of 82 
ayes to 54 nays, having failed to se- 
cure the constitutional majority of 93 
votes. Immediately after the vote was 
announced, Mr. McElreath, of Fulton, 
one of the authors of the bill, gave 
notice that at the proper time he would 
move to reconsider the action of the 
house in defeating the bill. 

The opponents of the measure forti- 
fied themselves behind the allegation 
that the state has not paid its public 
school teachers the amount that is due 
them and they declared they would 
vote for no measure making special 
appropriations for any purpose until 
this obligation is removed, The argu- 
ment had its weight and resulted in 
the defeat of@ethe resolution making 
the appropriation to the Tech. 

Mr. Jones, of Meriwether, chairman 
of .the committee on appropriations, 
which had recommended the bill for 
passage, argued in vain in its support. 
He declared that he had studied the 
condition of the treasury and he knew 
from personal investigation the meas- 
ure could and should be passed and 
that the state would have sufficient 
funds with which to make the ap- 
propriafion. 

Mr. yd, of Spalding; Mr. Alexander, 
of Fulton; Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston; 
Mr. Huie, of Clayton; Mr. Porter, of 
Floyd, and others urged that the bill 
be passed and that the state redeem 
its pledge to do all in its power to 
properly maintain this great institu- 
tion, but the house declined to con- 
sider it favorably and voted it down. 

The vote on the bill showed that 
more than fifty members of the house 
did not answer to their names and it 
is believed the measure will be passed 
when all the members are in their 
seats and in position to vote on the 
measure.

After spending considerable time 
yesterday in preparing his message to 
the general assembly relative to the 
Durham mines affair in Walker county, 
Governor Brown found that, owing to 
its length, and the affidavits which it 
was found necessary to send along 
with it, and also to interruptions dur- 
ing the day, he would be unable to 
complete it in time to send in today. 

The governor therefore decided to 
send in this message in response to 
the resolution of the house of repre- 
sentatives on Monday. Heretofore the 
house has not held a regular session 
on Saturday, so the message wil] be 
completed and placed in the hands of 
the state printer and finished in time 
for Monday’s sesion. 

The receipt of the message is 
being awaited with the most eager in- 
terest. The charge has been made that 
Governor Brown exceeded his author- 
ity in sending troops to Walker coun- 
ty; that there was no necessity for 
sending them there, and that the ac- 
tions of the troops after they reached 
the scene of the alleged disturbance 
was illegal and unconstitutional, and 
contrary to peace and good order. 

But the impression has got out that 
Governor Brown has something up his 
sleeve. It may be something like that 
additional option on Chattanooga 
land, or like that mysterious sealed 
letter in the first campaign for gov- 
ernor. Anyhow, the governor has been 
saying mighty little, but just waiting.

AN ATLANTAN’S RECOLLECTIONS

The early forenoon of July 22. 1864, 
Was sultry and cléudy. The town of 
Atlanta, with probably a population of 
civilians of 7,000 to 8,000, Was agog. 
News reached the citizens that the 
great armies, under General Hood and 
General Sherman, had met for fina! 
conflict, to determine whether the lat- 
ter should march into the last strong- 
hold of the confederacy. 

On the faces of our citizenry, com- 
posed of women and children, and a 
few old men, were chiseled fear, ex- 
pectancy, terror. 

The lines of the contending forces 
extended from a point about due north 
of the town, at Peachtree creek, to

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3,100 BALES OF COTTON 
SHIPPED FROM COLUMBUS 


Goes to New York by Way of 
Savannah to Get Benefit 
of Higher Prices. 


Columbus, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)— 
During the past two days shipments 
of cotton aggregating 3,100 bales have 
left Columbus for New York, where it 
is to be placed on sale. Cotton goes 
by way of Savannah, where close con- 
nection with a steamship line is made 
and is being hurried to New York, so 
that it can get there in time to. ap- 
ply on Juty contracts, one thousand 
bales being sent by cotton-buying firms 
and the remainder by warehousemen.

July quotations in New York they can 
sell their cotton there at a quarter of 
a cent higher than in Columbus, and 
they believe that if the shipment is 
delayed and does not reach New York 
until] August their margin of profit will 
be still greater if it is applied on 
August contracts. The cotton is not 
actually sold, but those sending it be- 
lieve that it will, be snapped up as 
soon as it reaches New York.

peach 1088. 

“The situation is covered, however, 
by the Hepburn law, and I do not 
doubt but that the shippers will be 
compensated, to a great degree, by 
the railroads, which will be obliged 
to pay damage claims. It is hardly 
probable that the shippers will realize 
as much on these claims as they would 
have received had their peaches been 
properly carried to the markets.” 


Growers Falfilled Duty. 


When it was suggested to Mr. Fiem- 
ing that the railroad companies had 
said that the fault had not been 
theirs, he pointed out that someone 
was surely to blame, and it could not 
be the growers, as they had fulfilled 
their duties in drawing up contracts 
with the roads and growing the 
peaches. 

“The shippers deal directly,with the 
railroads, and look to them for the 
proper transportation of their goode,”’ 
he said. “The roads then contract 
with the ice and refrigerator car com- 
panies, and should make plans to meet 
all conditions.” 

Mr. Fleming then 
conditions which have 
trouble this ear. 

‘The roads give several reasons for 
the lack of sufficient ice and refrig- 
erator cars,” he said. “It has been 
ciaimed that the heavy rains this year 
caused the peaches to ripen earlier, 
thus giving the roads an extraordina- 
rily large amount of fruit to handle 
before preparations had been mede to 
cope with the situation.

Ne Excuse for Roads. 

“Another reason,”’ he continued, “is 
the fact that more peaches were 
grown this year than ever before in 
the history of the state. Neither of 
these reasons excuses the roads, for it 
is their duty to keep in touch with 
crop conditions and meet them. 

“Before the passing of the refrig- 
erator law, three or fqur years ago, 
the growers used to deal with the re- 
frigerator car companies, as well as 
with the railroads. Now. they deal 
only with the roads, and the latter 
are supposed to make all arrange- 
ments with the refrigerating compa- 
nies. The law holds the roads.respon- 
sible if it can be shown that through 
any negligence on their part the fruit 
is not properly carried to market.” 


Growers Wtill File Claims. 


“There has been no disposition on 
the part of the roads, that I know of, 
to deny that they are liable for this 
year’s loss. The xrowers will un- 
doubtedly file claims, and thege will 
probably be settled out of court. Al- 
though the growers are entitled to the 
market price of their goods, they will 
probably be obliged to compromise for 
less. However, 1 think they will be 
fairly well compensated.” 

“No,” said Mr. Vieming, is reply |

to a question as to whether the roads 
were yet meeting the situation, “in 
the Fort Valley Action there are still 
more peaches than the roads can take 
care of.” 

Mr. Fleming then stated that he 
had just returned from addressing the 
railroad committee of the legislature 
on. the subject of a proposed amend- 
ment to the present law which will al- 
low trains carrying perishable goods 
to run on Sunday. 

“Such an amendment would tend to 
relieve the present situation,’ he 
said, “and I am  ~heartily in favor 
of it.’’

Address in loving memory of a life- 
long friend, Captain W. W. Draper. at 
the First Baptist church memorial 
service Wednesday evening, July 13, 
19190: 

I have written: out a short sketch of 
the life and history of our beloved 
brother, W. W. Draper. 

We were thrown together a great 
deal when quite young men in Talla- 
dega county, Alabama, and went into 
the confederate war together. We vol- 
unteered and joined the Tenth Regi- 
ment of Alabama, Company “E.”’ with 
John H. Forney, colonel, General Wil- 
cox’s brigade, General Mahone’s divi- 
sion and General A. P. Hill’s corps.
